But 
if there is assurances of lasting sta­ 
ble conditions below the Rio Grande, 
then the American government will | 
lend its moral support to the flota-! 
lion of a big Mexican loan in 
this 
country.

commissioners recessed in their con-1 
ferences until Friday. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.— The al­ 
lies are discussing among themselves 
more drastic peace terms than ever 
nefore hinted. 
Here are some of the

Germany: 
The ceding to England of Heligo­ 
land. 
Neutralization of the Kiel canal. 
Demolition of some of the strong­ 
est fortifications on the German bor­ 
ders. 
This list of demands was obtained 
Thursday by the United Press from 
an official in close touch with allied 
sentiment both in this country and 
abroad. 
The fact they believe the military 
situation is 
constantly 
improving 
from their standpoint, is responsible, 
this official said, for the allies allow­ 
ing something to be known regarding 
the conditions under which they will 
consent to make peace. 
Some Want Harsher Terms 
There are officials among the al­ 
lied nations whose desire to see Ger­
